1915 Got Our Goats. 


So 19165 stands out in the memory of 
most of us as unusually raw and di»- 
agreeable. In truth, if it had come 
twenty years before no one would 
have noticed it, for it would have been 
like all ite brethren. By its very un- 
Usualness, 1915 is o =. as an an-}; 
| achronism, a condition has all 
but passed away. 

The storms we now have differ in 
several from the storms we used | 
to have. e average rainfall is in- 
creasing. Our climate is. becoming. 
wetter. Since 1892, the dryest time in 
the last forty years, the average rain- 
fall has increased 75-100 of one inch, or 
almost one-quarter. Rainfall is stead- 
ier now than it used to be. The down- 
fall from year to year does not vary 
a half as much as it once did. How- 
ever, there are no “roses without 
thorns.” Aridity is also increasing in 
the Chicago region. When it decides 
to rain it rains better, but when it 
does not rain it gets temporarily dryer 
‘than it ever averaged in 1882-1889. 


Storms Sidestep Chicago. 

The explanation is at hand. The 
storms which used to pass over us cen- 
trally now come sideways. We no 
longer feel the violence of the middle 
of the cyclone and profit by the stead- 
ier precipitation on its edges; but when 
a rain misses us it is apt to miss us 
altogether. 

A seasonal swing of storm tracks 
north of Chicago has been detected. 
In April and October they pass in the 
region of Green Bay, Wis., while in 
January and June they go a hundred 
miles above Lake Superior. Howling 
storms are therefore more apt to come 
by in the former months, while the 
latter are inclined to be either very 
wet or very dry. 

Beginning about Aug. 14, 1920, the 
sun began sending out more heat than 
usual. Since then more than 2,000 
degrees of excess heat has come to 
the earth. The temperature of the or- 
dinary iron melting furnace is not far 
from 2,000 degrees. If the sun had 
concentrated all this heat on us in one 
day, instead of giving us a chance to 
radiate it off, the earth would most 
certainly have been melted. 

Two thousand degrees is not a tem- 
perature lightly to be passed by. We 
are still feeling the effectd of it. This 
mild weather is directly traceable to 
it. The earth was getting warmer 
anyhow, but so slowly that not many 
people noticed it. But when the sun 
cut loose, everybody realized that 
something had happened. 

All Goes Back to Sun. 

The climate of the earth, most of its 
winds, and all of its weather are due 
to the sun. That huge globe of flaming 
gas, $86,000 miles in diameter, is the 
source of all the warmth on earth. It 
is therefore quite apparent that what- 
ever the sun does must profoundly af.- 
fect this world. 

The sun’s outpouring of heat is vari- 
able. There are great storms there 
called sum spots, which make its heat 
now greater, now less. Sun spots run 
in cycles, and appear to affect the sun’s 
globe to the core. The principal cycles 
that affect weather are one of 11.9 
years, one of 33.8 years, one of 8&8 
years, a grand cycle of over 230 years, 
and a rapid little one of fourteen 
months and fifteen days.

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Crumbling of Lundin- Thompson Ring — 
_ Feature of Local Politics During I 922 


BY PARKE BROWN. 

Experts say that 1922 will go down 
in Chicago's political history as the 
year of the crumbling of the Lundin- 
Thompson ring. 

The final test of its strength, they 
admit, does not come until the mayor- 
alty race this spring, but during the 
last twelve months the crumbling has 
been so persistent that political ob- 
servers say the city hall leaders al- 
ready are extremely discouraged about 
the possibility of cementing in new 
parts for the missing ones and again 
presenting the appearance of a solid 
organization. 

The crumbling started soon after the 
admittedly smashing blow delivered by 
the voters in the judicial election of 
1921, when Lundin tried to “ complete 
the chain” of his control of local gov- 
ernment and was met with the coali- 
tion and: beaten by a 100,000 majority. 

Realizes It Has a Foe. 

That blow did not crush the ring—it 
still had the city hall, the state’s attor- 
ney, the sanitary district, a hand in the

It was an off year, so far as major

Thi# was said to 
come partly from Democratic pessi- 
mism about the chances of beating the 
machine, 
Democrats Gain Heart. ~ 

But followihg the victory of the coali- 
tion judicial ticket—appearing in the 
Democratic column-—the. Democratic 
leaders found it becoming easier to per- 
suade their people to break — city 
hall alliances. 

The new spirit. helped anaes the way 
for harmony in the county election, 
and George E. Brennan's theory of 
ticket makeup and campaign enabled 
the organization to go through the prt- 
mary with its front unbroken and 
to hold its forces solidly together 
through the election. The result was 
that the Democrats, in addition to hold- 
ing everything they had, gained the 
county- judge, an assessor, and three 
sanitary trustees. 

That campaign was fought entirely 
om the local issue.of Lundinism, and 
the Democrats figure they received 
none of the benefits of the landslide 
tendency they read in the returns from 
other parts of the country where na- 
tional issues had been fought out. 

For that reason thb Sherman fictive 
leaders believe that, if unified, they 
will have better than an even chance 
of beating Thompson if he wins the 
Republican nomination. 


Fear Independent Entries. 
They now fear secretly that one or 
more independent candidacies in the 
election will spit the Democratic vote

The effect was that the Deneen group 
has gone along alone while the Brun- 
dage and Crowe groups have been 
closgly associated in several impor- 
tant matters.

This cycle has been known since 
Biblical times. Pharaoh’s dream, which 
Joseph interpreted correctly, is a 
legénd based on its peculiar truth.

We 
are to have some unusually heavy 
rains during the year. The moisture 
for them is already gathering. You

It seems probable that the winter 
will continue faizly dry. Then in April 
there will come some hard, warm rains, 
which will pile up a total for the 
month of six and three-quatters inches. 


Heavy Downpour in Fail. 


In June there will be another wet 
spell, with a total of five and one-half 
inches. In September the heaviest 
rains of all will. come, carrying that 
month’s total up to seven and three- 
quarter inches. After this the rest of 
the year will average two and two- 
thirds inches per month, which will 
be dry. 4 

The moon also affects weather. It 
sends us an excess of heat tn the 
shape of long, readily absorbable 
Waves at each full moon, and causes 
monthly swings of temperature of 
about 23 degrees at a maximum ‘and 
about 6 degrees at a minimum. 

The moon also affects rainfall. There 
are well defined cycies of 18.6 years in

Three Years of Deflation.

_ 'Werld’s Production Increases. 

Fgeom 1593 to 1913 there was an 
average increase in the world’s pro- 
duction «f wheat, as shown by the De- 
partmeut of Agriculture Year Book of 
1921, wf approximately 50,000,000 bu 
per annum. This data is compiled 
from countries that have reported 
their crops for many years. The 
saim upward trend of production was 
shown in the total of all the coun- 
tries; including Russia, Bulgaria, Rou- 
mania, and Austria-Hungary. 

The average around 1893 was about 
1,500,000,000 bu for the countries re- 
porting regularly, while by 1913 it had 
been swelled to around 2,500,000,000 
bu, @ figure at which it remained in 
1922, although the crop based on the 
annual average increase should be 
close to 3,000,000,000 bu this year. 

World Misses Russian Rye. 

World's consumption of wheat has 
been swelled to some extent by the 
impossibility of obtaining rye from 
Russia, which before the war was by 
far the largest exporter. Owing tow 
the demand for this grain the produc- 
tion in the United States has more 
than doubled in the last ten years 
to\around 95,000,000 bu, while in Can- 
‘ada the rye crop this year is around 
50,006,000 bu, compared with 1,000,- 
000 bu less than ten years ago. A 
good part of the increase in the lat- 
ter country, however, is due to better 
farming methods, rye being seeded on 
land that has been summer fallowcd 
for Many years. 

Consumptive and seed requirements 
for the 1900-20 period averaged approx-. 
imately 6 bu of wheat per capita for 
the United States, compared with 
around 6.5 bu during the previous 
twenty years. Population has been 
steadily increasing, and so has con-

Await Credit Bills. 


Financial conditions in Europe would 


seem to furnish the key as to whether 
or not values in the United States are 
to be high in 1923. There is always 
the danger of financial disturbances 
of international magnitude due to the 
inflation of the currency in many 
European countries. ‘Financially the 
United States and Canada, with a few 
of the smaller European countries, 
are the only ones whose money is 
equal to the pre-war parity with gold. 

Great Britain is rapidly recovering, 
as shown by the material advance in 
sterling of late. Should congress pass 
the proposed foreign grain credit bill 
for $250,000,000 and the farm credit 
bil, there should be no reason for 
financial conditions standing in the 
way of large purchases of grains in 
the United States by importing céun- 


tries. 
Corn Values Erratic, 

Corn values, like those of wheat, 
have moved in a most erratic manner, 
but the break ran its ceurse and values 
turned upward, due the same in- 
fluences as dominated the major grain. 
For all practical purposes, all the corn 


was offset by the fact that the quan- 
tities which left the farmers during 


the 1921-22 season were unusually 
large, in comparison with the total

ord. 
Corn Crop All Needed. ’ 
As far as commercial grain goes, 


the United States never raises the 
amount of corn it is credited with. In 


1919, according to the department of | 


agriculture’s reports for 1921, there 
was 4,000,000. acres: that went into 
silos, which, on an average yield of 
28.9 bushels per acre for the country, 
would suggest 115,000,000 bushels. 
Likewise, 14,500,000 acres were used 
for fodder and forage, accounting for 
420,000,000 bushels mora, 


In fact, the census returns dis- 
close that, outside two distinct dis- 
tricts, the amount of commercial corn 
that enters interstate commerce is 
extremely limited. The largest ship- 
ping area is in northeastern Illinois, 
within a radius of 150 “miles of Chi- 
cago, and the other in northwestern 
Iowa and the adjoining portions of 
Nebraska and South Dakota, within a 
radius of about 150 miles of Omaha, 
During the 1910-20 period about 38 
per cent of the total Illinois crop was 
shipped out of the county where grown, 
although this does not necessarily 
mean that it left the state. 

While corn values have worked back 
to around a prewar level, or slightly 
above, the financial return to the 
farmer is not as great as during that 
period, due to the ificreased cost of 
production and of getting the grain 
or live stock to market. Further re- 
adjustment is needed tetween — the 
price of corn and ather commodities, 
and the general impression of the 
trade is that corn will have to ad- 


vance. 
Less Oats Needed. 
The oats crop of the United States 


has been gradually declining, partly | 


due to adverse weather conditions and 
partly due to the fact that a large 
yield is no longer needed. The in- 
creased use of auto trucks has re- 
duced the consumptive demand in the 
leading cities of the country to a great 
extent, and the horseless age prom- 
ises to force a change in farm rotation 
schemes in many sections of the west 
and northwest.
